For  the  Year  ^^Gh, 


r.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
ealth  of  your  district  for  the  year  1964- 

This  v/as  a relatively  quiet  year  for  the  Public  Health 
epartment,  marked  by  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease, 
odest  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  by 
emolition  or  closing  orders,  but  once  again  a large  proportion 
f these  were  dvi/ellings  that  had  become  vacant. 

A further  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed 
n October,  1964?  bringing  the  establishment  of  inspectors  up  to 
our,  including  Mr.  liitchings,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
his  increase  was  necessary  to  enable  the  Department  to  face  up 
o the  increasing  demands  made  on  it  by  new  legislation,  and  the 
ransfer  of  improvement  grant  work  from  the  Architect's  Department, 
hese  changes  have  already  increased  the  work  load,  and  this  is 
ikely  to  increase  still  further  when  the  Council's  housing  and 
ewerage  schemes  get  under  way. 

The  main  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railv/ay 
remises  Act,  I963,  came  into  effect  during  the  year.  This 
egislation  placed  a further  burden  on  the  Department,  as  under 
he  Act  a detailed  survey  has  to  be  made  of  all  the  shops  and 
ffices  in  the  district.  Although  a fair  amount  of  preparatory 
ork  Vi/as  done,  no  inspections  were  made  during  1964^  ns  regulations 
nd  circulars  relating  to  the  Act  v\/ere  still  being  received  from  the 
inistry  of  Labour, and  it  was  thought  advisable  to  ascertain  the 
xtent  of  the  requirements  before  making  a start. 

V/hile  this  Report  consists  of  the  usual  statistical 
ables,  and  the  same  general  run  of  information  ais  in  previous  years, 
rought  up  to  date , some  new  articles  have  been  Included  on  the 
ubjects  of  population  changes  (Page  5;?  lung  cancer  (Page  IO), 
he  iiberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  (Page  1.8),  and  food  hygiene  (page  44). 
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I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  unfailing  courtesy,  and  to  the  family 
doctors  for  their  co-operation.  Mr.  Hitchings  has  continued 
to  give  me  his  help  and  advice  based  on  his  lengthy  experience 
of  the  district,  and  I am  most  grateful  to  him  and  the  other 
officers  in  the  Department  for  their  zeal  and  hard  work.

The  East  Elloe  Rural  District  v/as  enlarged  finder 
the  County  Review  of  1932  androw  includes  the  dc-urbanised  parishes 
of  Holbeach,  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge.  It  occupies  about 
one  third  of  the  Holland  Division  of  Lincolnshire.  To  the  North 
is  the  \7ash,  to  the  East  the  Marshland  Rural  District  in  the  County 
of  Norfolk  and  the  Wisbech  Rural  District  in  the  Isle  of  Ely.  The 
Wisbech  Rural  District  also  borders  the  Southern  part  of  the 
District  whilst  to  the  West  is  the  Spalding  Rural  District  in  the 
County  of  Lincolnshire. 

The  land  is  very  fertile  and  agriculture  and 
horticulture  are  the  principal  industries.  Large  quantities  of 
potatoes,  beans,  carrots,  sugar-beet,  corn,  fruit,  flov^/ers  and 
bulbs  arc  produced  each  year.  Increasing  n^umbers  of  sheep  and 
cattle  are  being  raised. 


Other  industries  include  flour-milling,  canning  of 
fruits  and  vegetables,  making  of  fruit  containers,  agricultural 
engineering  and  there  is  a small  sawmill  and  joinery  works.  The 
growth  of  chemical  graying  on  crops  has  led  to  the  establishment 
of  several  contracting  businesses  for  this  work.  Another 
developing  industry  is  that  of  vegetable  preparation. 
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Population  Changes 

Since  1955  the  population  of  the  district  has  been 
slowly  declining  (see  table  on  Page  6)*  A comparison  of  the 
populations  of  the  various  parishes  given  in  the  1951  and  1961 
census  reports  shows  that  while  the  urbanised  parishes  of 
Holbeach,  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge  have  lost  relatively 
few  inhabitants,  many  of  the  other  parishes  have  shovi/n  a 
fairly  substantial  decline  in  population  betv/een  1951  and 
1961  (see  table  on  Page  7)0 

In  the  last  ten^ars  the  district  has  not  followed 
the  national  trend  of  a steadily  increasing  birth  rate;  the 
birth  rate  in  East  Elloe  has  not  varied  much  from  an  average 
of  Ik *3  births  per  thousand  population  (c^L  18.4  per  thousand, 
England  and  Bales,  1964).  Nevertheless,  the  births  have 
outnumbered  the  deaths,  i.e*,  there  has  been  a natural  increase 
each  year*  The  mid-year  population  in  1954  was  22,780,  In 
the  ten  years  from  mid-1954  to  mid-1964,  there  was  a natural 
increase  of  830,  so  that  if  there  had  been  no  migration  in 
or  out,  the  mld-1964  populaition  should  have  been  22,780  plus 
830vhich  equals  23,61 Oo  In  fact,  the  Registrar-Generals 
estimate  of  the  mid-1964  population  was  only  21 ,860,  so  one 
must  conclude  that  during  the  past  ten  years  23,610  minus 
21,860  equals  1,750  people  have  migrated  from  the  district. 

This  is  not  altogether  surprising  as  many  country  areas  are 
suffering  from  this  drift  to  the  tovms,  and  agriculture,  the 
staple  industry  of  the  district  is  managing  to  maintain  or 
increase  production  with  a smaller  labour  force,  by  mechanisation. 
I suspect  that  the  people  moving  out  have  been  relatively  young, 
and  the  district  alrecidy  has  rather  more  than  the  national 
average  of  old  people.  any  such  shift  in  the  proportion  of 
young  and  aged  in  the  community  would  tend  to  result  in  a 
lower  birth  rate,  and  a higher  death  rate,  per  thousand  of 
population,  and  this  in  turn  v/ould  result  in  a further  decline 
in  population. 

It  seems  possible  that  the  non-urban  parishes  may 
continue  to  decline  In  numbers  and  the  percentage  of  the  aged 
in  them  may  v/ell  rise.  Whether  this  should  be  regarded  as 
something  to  accept  as  the  natural  outcome  of  mechanised 
agriculture,  and  people ^s  wish  to  enjoy  urban  amenities,  or 
whether  this  trend  should  be  deplored  and  resisted  is  a 
matter  of  opinion.  It  would  seem  wise  however  to  take  the 
trend  into  consideration  in  planning  future  housing  and 
other  services  for  old  people.

During  the  past  15  years  in  South  Holland,  as  in  the  rest 
of  the  country,  the  nuraber  of  lung  cancer  deaths  has  steadily  risen. 

In  England  and  V/ales  in  19 63'^' there  were  245  434  deaths  from  lung  cancer 
and  35j332  deaths  from  bronchitis.  This  death  roll  dwarfs  many 
of  the  other  causes  of  public  anxiety  - e.g.,  motor  vehicle 
accidents  v/ith  6,351  deaths  and  cancer  of  the  uterus  with  only  35969  o 

It  is  now  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that  cigarette  smoking 
is  a causative  factor  both  in  Iting  cancer,  which  cuts  off  far  too 
many  people  in  their  50’ s,  and  in  chronic  bronchitis,  an  illness 
which  causes  considerable  economic  loss  to  the  country,  as  well  as 
much  personal  suffering. 

It  is,  of  course,  true  that  everyone  has  to  die  sometime, 
but  this  is  hardly  a serious  argument  against  taking  all  possible 
steps  to  prevent  disease.  No  one  questions  the  efforts  that  are 
being  made  to  cut  the  toll  of  death  and  injury  on  the  roads,  and 
few  would  quibble  at  the  attempts  that  are  now  being  made  in  a 
number  of  places  to  prevent  cancer  of  the  uterus,  by  getting 
women  to  come  forward  for  a test  to  detect  this  cancer  before  it 
causes  symptoms. 

Unfortunately,  only  a few  of  the  many  different  cancers 
humankind  may  develop  are  of  loiown  causation.  The  great  majority 
of  doctors  believe  that  lujig  cancer  is  one  such,  where  the  most 
important  causative  factor  is  smoking.  Unhappily  this  preventable

cancer  is  not  yet  being  prevented^  for  the  obvious  reasons  that 
smoking  is  an  addiction 9 albeit  a mild  one,  and  people  find  it 
hard  to  stop<,  Human  nature  being  wliat  it  is,  it  is  easy  for 
the  smoker  to  turn  a blind  eye  to  the  unpleasant  facts  of  the 
case,  or  to  rely  on  one  or  other  of  the  myths  that  are  still 
current  - e.g. 


0 a day  won’t  harm  me'’ o 
"Filter  tips  are  sure  to  be  saf e"  o 
"Statistics  can  be  made  to  prove  anything". 
"It’s  all  these  diesel  fumes", 
etc  . , etc  . , etc  . . 

The  plain  fact  is  that  non-smokers  very  rarely  get 
lung  cancer,  while  the  heavier  the  cigarette  consumption,  the 
greater  the  risk.  A heavy  smoker  has  a 1 in  8 chance  of  dying 
from  lung  cancer,  which  may  not  sound  too  bad,  but  thousands  of 
people  lose  out  on  this  1 in  8 chance  every  year. 

There  is  obviously  no  limit  to  the  tax  that  can  be 
imposed  on  tobacco,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  cigarettes  vyill 
stay  even  at  their  present  price  for  very  long.  It  v\/ould 
seem  to  be  v/ise  to  make  the  effort  and  stop  smoking  nowf,  before 
matters  reach  such  a pass  that  manufacturers  have  to  bring  out 
a miniature  cigarette  v/ith  a 1^"  long  filter  to  retail  at  5/- 
for  20.  Smokers  who  feel  they  camot  break  the  addiction,  no 
matter  how  heavily  they  are  contributing  to  Government  revenue, 
would  be  safer  if  they  sv/itched  to  a pipe  or  cigars. 

The  cigarette  nuinufacturers  are  working  hard  to  hook 
the  younger  generation,  and,  unfortunately,  they  are  succeeding 
only  too  v/ell . Commercial  television  is  soon  to  shut  its 
doors  to  cigarette  advertisements,  but  another  door  is  being 
opened  - pirate  radio.  Throughout  the  day  cigarette  advertising 
jingles  are  interspersed  betv/een  the  pop  songs  - could  one 
imagine  a better  medium  for  Influencing  young  people?  The 
country’s  health  educators  with  their  tiny  budget  and  resources 
cannot  hope  to  rival  the  stream  of  propaganda  the  tobacco 
companies  put  out,  with  their  vastly  greater  funds.  Fox^tunately 
even  with  the  techniques  of  modern  advertising  it  is  quite 
difficult  to  fool  all  the  people  all  the  time.  There  might 
be  something  to  be  said  for  the  old  fashioned  idea  of  offering 
a son  a substantial  gift  of  money  or  goods  if  he  abstains  from 
smoking  before  his  21st  birthdriy,  but  it  is  even  better  for 
parents  to  set  their  sons  and  daughters  a good  example  by 
themselves  abstaining  from  this  highly  expensive  habit

.Commentary  on  the  vital  stMtistics 

In  1964?  the  birth  rate  fell  slightly^  while  there  was 
a rise  in  the  general  death  rate  and  in  the  infant  mortality 
rate.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  rose  to 
6.8^0  (c.f.j  4«5a^  in  '1963)5  n trend  seen  this  year  in  neighbouring 
districts . 

While  these  statistics  are  unfavourable ^ they  are  based 
on  small  numbers and  a relatively  small  population,  and  in  the 
past  they  have  fluctuated  considerably.  Too  much  reliance 
should  not  therefore  be  placed  on  the  statistics  of  a single  year 
- it  is  the  overall  ti^end  that  merits  attention.  The  table 
overleaf  shows  that  over  the  past  15  years,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  infant  mortality  rate,  and  in  the 
past  10  years,  the  birth  rate  has  not  varied  much  from  its  low 
average  of  14.3  births  per  thousand  population.  The  slight 
increase  in  the  death  rate  since  1950  is  probably  a reflection  of 
the  greater  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  community. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  137?  or  nearly  half  the 
279  deaths  that  occurred  in  I964  v/ere  of  people  aged  75  years  or 
over .

Non-bactcrial  Rastro-enteritis 


This  condition^  which  often  seems  to  crop  up  in  this 
district  was  again  present  in  the  year  under  reviev/o 

The  first  cases  occurred  on  the  4th  and  5th  June  in 
an  outbreak  at  the  Girls’  High  School,  Spalding.  (This  school 
dnaw^s  a number  of  its  pupils  from  this  Rural  District).  Later 
in  the  month  there  were  12  cases  at  Tydd  St.  Mary  School,  and 
6 children  at  the  Peele  School  also  had  symptom.s. 

In  October,  14  children  at  Gedney  Drove  End  School,  and 
a few  children  at  Sutton  Bridge  and  Long  Sutton  infants  schools 
had  an  illness  v/ith  vomiting  as  the  main  symptom. 


In  each  episode,  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriology 
but  none  of  the  usual  intestinal  pathogens  Y\!ere  found. 

1‘ortunately  the  illness  was  short-lived,  and  not  severe. 

Whooping  Cough 

1 — r in  * rr— ■!  ■miTii^n  am 

37  cases  of  Y/hooping  cough  were  notified,  the  highest 
number  since  1958.  In  some  schools  where  there  were  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  several  pupils  v/ho  had  been  immunized  against 
v/hooping  cough  in  infancy  developed  chronic  coughs,  but  did  not 
fall  ill,  or  produce  the  characteristic  '‘4vhoop^4  The  doctors 
informed  me  that  these  children  presented  a considerable 
problem,  as  their  coughs  were  often  intractable,  and  the  school 
staff  v/orried  as  to  whether  they  Y/ere  spreading  the  infection. 
Unfortunately,  laboratory  tests  are  little  or  no  help  in  deciding 
v/hether  or  not  a child  vho  has  been  immunized  is,  or  is  not, 
suffering  from  modified  whooping  cough. 


Generally  speaking,  the  disease 


IS 


at  its  most  infectious 


in  the  early  catarrhal  stage,  and  by  the  time  the  typical 
cough  is  well  established,  the  disease  is  less  infectious. 


Three 


weeks  after  the  first  '4/hoop*^,  there  is  little  chance  of  passing 
on  the  infection,  even  though  the  child  may  still  be  coughing. 
The  head  teachers  v/ere  advised  on  the  basis  of  these  facts. 


Scarlet  Fever 


Enquiries  v/ere  made  when  notif icaitions  of  this  disease 
Y/ere  received,  in  case  home  contacts  v/ere  en^loyed  as  food  handlers 
as  the  organism  causing  scarlet  fever  can  multiply  in  food,  with 
the  consequent . risk  of  food  borne  outbreaks. 

In  tv/o  cases  where  family  contacts  of  cases  v/ere  employed 
as  food  handlers,  they  w^ere  excluded  from  v/ork under  Section  41  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  until  bacteriological  examination 
of  a throat  and  nose  swab  was  found  to  be  negative. 


Wlien  it  v/as  realised  that  this  epidemic  v/as  prohahly  due 
to  the  consumption  of  corned  beef,  Ccinned  in  certain  establishments 
in  South  America p where  untreated  river  v/ater  had  been  used  to 
cool  the  tins  after  heat  treatment the  Ministry  of  Health  sent  a 
number  of  circulars  to  Medical  Officers  of  Healthy  asking  them  to 
arrange  for  the  withdravwal  of  the  suspect  tins  • 

The  first  circular  dated  2/6/64  advised  the  withdrawal 
of  6 pound  cans  of  corned  beef  from  two  Argentine  establishments, 
and  one  Uruguay  establishment  that  had  been  canned  betv/een  certain 
dates.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  until  the  following  day  that  tlie 
Minis iT’y  sent  information  about  the  date  codes  needed  to  identify 
the  suspect  tins.  Three  further  circulars  sent  additional 
information  on  the  1ith,  i 5th  and  22nd  June,  stating  that  tongue 
from  the  suspected  canning  establishments  should  also  be  Y;ithdraTO, 
and  giving  the  name  of  another  Argentine  corned  beef  establishment 
whose  tins  should  be  withdrawn^ 


It  v/as  most  unfortunate  that  the  information  as  to  v/hat 
cans  to  withdrav/  was  handed  out  piecemeal  in  this  fashion,  as  it 
meant  that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  had  to  redupliccite  their 
time-consuming  trips  round  all  the  food  shops,  restaurants  and 
canteens  in  the  district  to  give  die  necessary  advice  on  withdrav/al 
of  cans  of  meat,  which  were  returned  to  the  wholesalers.  As  some 
cans  from  the  suspect  establishments  were  found  in  this  district, 
and  as  it  v/as  likely  that  in  some  cases  meat  from  such  tins  had 
already  been  sliced  and  sold  to  the  public,  the  family  doctors  in 
the  area  were  informed  of  this  fact. 


The  story  about  how  the  typhoid  bacteria  probably  got  into 
the  cans  in  South  America,  and  hov/  the  corned  beef  was  sliced 
and  placed  in  an  unrefrigerated  cold  meat  display  in  a supermarket, 
under  temperature  conditions  that  favoured  grov/th  of  the  bacteria, 
is  now  common  Icnowlcdgeo 


One  lesson  that  should  be  taken  to  heart 
by  retailers  is  the  fact  that  food  poisoning  germs,  as  well  as 
typhoid,  can  multiply  fast  in  ready-to-ecat-meo.t  products  held  at 
room  temperature  during  the  hot  days  of  summer . Great  care  is 
needed  to  prevent  such  products  from  picking  up  these  germs,  e.g., 
by  minimising  handling,  and  by  scrupulous  cleanliness.  One  mistake 
that  is  still  sometimes  seen  is  the  practice  of  displaying  ready- 
to-eat-meat  products  and  raw  meat  cheek-by- jowl  on  the  same  slab 
or  tray.  Ho  matter  how  ideal  the  slaughterhouse  arrangements,  rav/ 
meat  is  never  sterile,  and  may  well  carry  a fev/  food  poisoning 
organisms.  Normally  this  does  not  matter  in  the  least  as  the  meat 
IS  cooked,  and  this  kills  the  germs;  but  there  is  no  such  safety 
factor  for  foods  like  haslets,  meat  pies,  and  sliced  cold  meats 
which  are  eaten  v/ithout  further  cooking.

In  this  5 as  in  other  aspects  of  food  hygiene,  much 
depends  on  the  attitude  of  the  housewife,  as  the  small  numbers 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  v/ho  are  heavily  committed  in  many 
other  fields  cannot  hope  to  visit  all  the  many  food  premises 
in  this  district  as  often  as  they  v/ould  like. 


One  favourable  outcome  of  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak 
was  the  increased  public  awareness  of  food  hygiene,  but 
unfortunately,  even  in  Aberdeen  this  did  not  last  very  long. 

How  only  a minority  of  housewives  would  care  to  run  the  risk  of 
being  branded  a crank  or  a fusspot  by  complaining  about  lack  of 
hygiene  in  food  shops  or  cafes . 


I wish  there  were  far  more  '^fusspots'^ , as  complaints 
from  customers  would  bring  home  to  shop  managers  the  need 
for  food  hygiene  even  more  forcibly  than  a talk  from  the  public 
health  inspector.

In  1964  there  was  a further  decline  in  the  percentage 
of  children  aged  1-5  years  who  had  been  imm'unized.  In  Eeast 
Elloe  the  decline  v/as  from  52,9/0  in  1963  to  47.5/6  in  1964. 

It  seems  that  more  mothers  are  neglecting  to  secure 
this  important  protection  for  their  children,  or  are  waiting 
until  they  reach  school  age. 

Diphtheria  still  occurs  in  G-reat  Britain,  a.nd  in  my 
opinion  every  child  should  be  immunized  against  this  disease 
before  their  first  birthday.

The  above  table  shows j,  however,  that  the  number  of  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  on  the  register  has  not  fallen  over  the 
last  ten  years,  many  patients  who  would  in  the  past  have  died 
from  the  disease  continue  to  need  supervision  and  help.  The 
iuoerculosis  Visitors  of  the  County  Council  carry  out  this  work. 

It  is  important  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  patients  to  take 
steps  to  prevent  spreading  of  the  disease,  and  infectious  cases  need 
to  occupy  a separate  bedroom.  For  this  reason  tuber culo 
patients  often  need  to  be  considered  for  re-housing.

Holland  County  Council  operates  a scheme  v/hereoy  school 
children  aged  13  years  or  over  can  he  tested  to  determine  their 
natural  resistance  to  tuberculosis o V/here  the  test  is  negative, 
showing  there  is  no  naturally  acquired  immunity,  protection  is 
given  hy  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

V/hen  the  test  result  is  strongly  positive,  this  indicates 
a need  for  a chest  Z>v-Ray,  and  this  is  arranged  hy  the  Chest 
Physici^'in.  Thus  the  scheme  not  only  gives  children  protection 
against  tuberculosis,  hut  the  preliminary  test  picks  out  those 
who  need  supervision  because  they  have  already  had  an  encounter 
with  the  tuberculosis  germ.  Sometimes  investigation  of  their 
home  contacts  brings  to  light  an  ^onrecogniscd  case  of  the  disease. 
It  is  clear  that  this  scheme  is  an  important  means  of  stamping 
out  tuberculosis,  and  the  increase  in  percentage  of  children 
benefiting  from  it  in  1964  is  most  welcome.

All  pupils  are  medically  inspected  three  times  in  their 
school  life  - at  entry,  at  11  years  old  and  before  leaving  school. 
Any  child  found  to  have  defective  vision  is  referred  to  a consultant 
eye  doctor,  who  <attends  at  Holbeach  Clinic.  Speech  therapy  is  also 
provided  by  appointment  at  Holbeach  Clinic,  and  referrals  to  other 
consultants  arc  made  if  reciuired. 

An  important  part  of  the  v/ork  of  the  School  Health  Service 
is  the  supervision  and  school  placenient  of  handicapped  pupils. 


V . Home  Help 

The  aged  account  for  over  half  the  work  done  hy  County 
Home  Helps  5 v/ho  carry  out  ordinary  household  work  for  patients 
who  cannot  manage  to  do  this  w'ithout  help,  e.go,  during  illness. 
This  service  is  not  free,  but  in  many  cases  a reduced  charge  is 
made,  depending  on  income.

Elderly  people,  with  stiff  joints,  often  have  difficulty 
in  looking  after  their  feet.  The  County  Chiropody  Service  is 
available  to  three  types  of  person  - the  aged,  pregnant  mothers 
and  the  physically  disabled..  Treatments  are  undertaken  at 
surgeries  and  clinics  in  Holbeach  and  Sutton  Bridge.  Y/here 
absolutely  necessary,  transport  is  provided,  and  in  exceptional 
cases,  treatment  may  be  arranged  at  home. 


viii.  Ambulance  Service 

The  Holbeach aabulance  station  is  staffed  by  6 whole- time 
driver/attendants,  and  has  a complement  of  1 ambulance,  3 utility 
ambulances  and  1 minibus.  The  ambulance  v/as  acquired  early  in 
1963^  and  is  fitted  with  Pneuride  Air  Suspension,  and  a complete 
fibre  glass  body.  All  the  am^bulances  are  provided  with  oxygen 
therapy  apparatus  and  equipment  for  applying  mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation.  A Minuteman  portable  miechanical  resuscitator 
is  available  at  the  ambulance  station. 


A portable  incubator  for  transporting  small  premature 
babies  is  stored  at  Boston  G-eneral  Hospital,  for  use  in  the 
v^hole  of  the  County.  As  usual  all  the  demands  on  the  service 
were  efficiently  met. 


V/hile  many  x^eople  in  the  east  of  this  Hural  District 
look  to  King’s  Lynn  andYdsbech  as  their  hospital  centres,  most 
of  the  district  is  served  by  Holbeach  Hospital,  which  is  staffed 
by  general  practitioners. 
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This  hospit£il  has  acute  inedical  and  surgical  beds, 
mostly  occupied  hy  the  elderly^  and  there  is  a maternity  unit 
Visiting  consultants  attend  out-patient  clinics  for  chest 
diseases,  general  and  orthopaedic  surgery,  gynaecology  and^ 
ohstetrics,  childrens  diseases, 


and  e£i.r,  nose  and  throat  diseases 


The  hospital, a recent  structure  (1937)  is  scheduled  for 
closure  under  the  Llinistry  of  Health  1 0 yeeir  Hospital  Plan,  when 
the  new  500  hed  District  G-eneral  Hospital  has  been  built  in  Boston. 
This  proposed  closure  has  aroused  considerable  opposition  in  East 
Elloe,  which  was  in  no  way  mollified  by  the  Minister’s  reply  to 
representations  this  Council  made  in  March,  1964#  The  Minister 
doubted  whether  it  v/ould  help  for  him  to  meet  a deputation,  as  the 
final  decision  on  the  closure  of  Holbeach  Hospitcil  would  not  be 
taken  for  some  years;  by  then  of  course,  the  new  hospital  vould 
have  been  built,  and  the  implementation  of  the  whole  scheme  v/ouLd 
be  a virtual  fait  accompli^ 

On  September  22nd,  a public  meeting  was  held  at  the 
George  Farmer  School . This  meeting  which  was  very  w'ell 
attended  enabled  members  of  the  public  to  hear  the  views  of 
the  Council,  the  general  practitioners,  and  the  two  parliamentary 
candidates  on  the  question  of  Holbeach  Hospital.  It  was 
unanimously  agreed  that  further  representations  should  be  made 
to  the  Ministry,  and  that  a petition  should  be  prepared  to 
back  up  the  Council’s  request  that  a deputation  be  received. 

By  the  end  of  January,  1965^  14^000  adults  had  signed  this 
petition;  an  extraordinarily  high  percentage  of  the  adult 
population,  indicating  the  very  considerable  degree  of  public 
concern  over  the  impending  hospital  closure. 


Laboratory  facilities 


These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Lincoln,  and  samples  of  food  and  v/ater  have  been 
despatched  there. 


Samples  of  milk  and  ice-cream  have  also  been  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Lcuboratory  at  Peterborough. 


Laboratory  facilities  are  invaluable  in  the  investigation 
and  control  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  and  I w'ouLd  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  highly  efficient  service 
maintained.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


I am  indeUted  to  R^JcCameron  Stobie^  the  Engineer 

and  Manager  of  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  for  most  of  the 
information  in  this  section  of  the  Report, 

The  supply  for  the  East  Elloe  rural  district  is  distributed 
from  the  Weston  Pumping  Station  and  the  quantity  of  v/ater  recorded 
for  the  year  under  review  and  for  the  previous  year  was  as  followss- 

1963  ~ 331^478,000  gallons, 

1964  - 346,552,000  gallons. 

This  shows  an  increase  of  15? 074^000  gallons.  In  order 
to  improve  the  distribution  in  the  eastern  area  of  the  Spalding 
rural  district  part  of  this  supply/  is  xoassed  through  the  Weston 
Station,  but  it  is  not  independently  metered  from  the  supply  to  the 
East  Elloe  area.  This  operational  change  can  to  some  extent  account 
for  at  least  part  of  the  increase  as  recorded. 

The  water  distributed  from  this  Station  is  delivered  from 
the  Bourne  and  Pinchbeck  sources  in  the  proportion  of  37/^  and  63/o  tor 
1963  and  35/^  and  65/b  for  19S4« 

The  daily  average  based  on  the  recorded  figures  v/as 
908,160  gallons  for  1 963  and  946,863  gallons  for  1964. 

The  major  item  of  mains  extensions  was  the  provision  of  3'* 
diameter  pipe  line  for  the  Lowgate  area  of  G-edney  which  section  had 
been  proposed  for  some  time  to  serve  domestic  and  horticultural 
applications  and  for  this  purpose  some  1 ,597  yards  Yiere  provided 
during  the  year. 

Continuous  weekly  samx)les  of  water  from  the  various 
sources  and  also  from  distribution  mains  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  analyses  and  these  have  given  satisfactory  results. 
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Chemical  analyses  have  also  heen  made  of  samples  from 
Bourne  and  Pinchheck  and  the  follov/ing  table  shows  the  results.

The  analyst's  report  in  each  case  stated  the  samples 
were  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and 
free  from  metals  apart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not  excessively  so 
and  contains  no  excess  of  m-ineral  constituents  and  is  of  a very 
satisfactory  organic  quality. 
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From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analyses  these  results 
are  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Pinchbech  water  is  of  slightly 
softer  character  and  this  area  is  supplied  with  approximately  65% 
of  its  water  from  this  source  vdiich  should  result  in  a slightly 
improved  quality. 

Surveillance  of  Water  '.1  card  Employee^. 

It  is  still  the  responsibility  of  the  district  council 
Public  Health  Department  to  ensure  that  the  water  supply  arriving 
at  taps  in  the  district  is  pure  and  wholesome.  All  the  employees 
of  the  Water  Board  who  are  engaged  on  work  where  they  could 
conceivably  cause  contaraination  of  the  water  supplies  have  had 
blood  tests  to  rule  out  the  possibility  of  their  being  typhoid 
carriers^  and  bacteriological  tests  of  three  consecutive  v/eekly 
samples  of  urine  and  faeces  are  taken  twice  a year. 

There  is  satisfactory  co-operation  and  exchange  of 
information  between  the  Board* s officers^  and  the  Public  Health 
Department . 

Fluoride  ^content  of  v/ater 

In  this  district  the  water  is  deficient  in  fluoride j, 
only  0*1  to  0*4  parts  xjer  million  being  present,  instead  of  the 
optimum  1 part  per  million,  and  the  state  of  childrens  teeth 
suffers  in  consequence. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  during 
the  year  to  submit  any  scheme  to  the  Water  Board  for  addition  of 
fluoride  to  water  suxjplies  which  are  deficient  in  this  element.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

Bad  drainage  is  one  of  the  hig  problems  of  the  district. 
This  will  only  he  remedied  hy  the  provision  of  main  sev/erage  schemes. 
A little  further  progress  v/as  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  scheme  for  Holheach. 

Bad  housing  is  another  of  the  hig  prohlems  still  awaiting 
solution.  Lack  of  new  awellings  prevented  full  imi lementation  of 
the  slum  clearance  progi'^amme , 

Bad  refuse  receptacles  still  mar  v/hat  is  otherwise  a 
reasonably  satisfactory,-  refuse  collection  and  disposal  scheme. 

Whilst  more  and  more  householders  have  provided  themselves  v/ith 
proper  dust-bins  there  are  still  far  too  many  who  have  not. 

Further  new  legislation  came  into  force  during  the  year. 

The  most  important  measure  was,  of  course,  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railvmy  Premises  Act  of  1963. 

The  Department  also  took  over  the  important  duty  of 
dealing  with  applications  for  improvement  grants. 

These  additional  duties  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  public  health  inspector  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I record  the  resignation  of 
Councillor  Sydney  Garner  as  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

I owed  much  to  his  v/ise  advice  and  judgement. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I record  the  appointment  of  Canon 
C.V.Browne-Wilkinson  in  his  place.  His  interest  in  public  health 
is  well  known  and  I thank  him  for  his  help  and  guidance. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  say  hov/  much  I have  appreciated 
the  support  and  guidance  of  the  Members  of  the  Public  Plealth 
Committee.  I would  also  thank,  most  sincerely,  all  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  the  Staff  of  the  Department,  in 
particular,  for  loyalty,  friendliness  and  hard  work.

Serious  pollution  of  dykes  and  drains  exists  at 
Holbeach,  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge.  This  will  not  stop 
until  main  sewerage  schemes  are  provided  to  serve  these  areas. 

Agreement  was  reached  v/ith  the  County  Council  to  pipe 
and  fill  a short  section  of  the  Old  River  at  Holbeach.  This, 
when  done,  v/ill  help  to  reduce  nuisance  in  that  area  of  Holbeach.

Holheach;  Crown  Avenue,  Holheach  St,  Marks;  Oakley  Place,  Holheach 
Hum;  Campling  Place,  Holheach  Bank;  Jekylls  Bank,  Holheach  St. 
Johns;  Joys  Bank,  ^Holheach  St.  Johns;  Lincolns  Avenue,  Gedney  Hill; 
Charles  Road,  Hocklesgate  and  Eastgate,  Fleet;  George  Avenue,  Gedney 
Drove  End;  Lowgate  Crescent,  Gedney  Dyke;  Batemans  Close,  Gedney;

The  County  Council  has  provided  sewage  disposal  plants  at 
a number  of  schools  and  old  folks  homes.  These  are  situated  at  the 
Mill  Lane  School,  Whaplode;  Holheach  Drove  Hostel;  George  Farmer 
School,  Holheach;  Peele  School,  Long  Sutton;  Church  School,  Tydd 
St,  Mary;  Sutton  St,  Jam.es  School;  Seagate  Hall,  Long  Sutton* 
V/estmere  School,  Sutton  Bridge  and  Lutton  School  (ejector  only;. 

The  29  Council  sewage  disposal  plants,  the  9 County  Council 
ones,  and  the  one  serving  the  Cheshire  Home  at  Fleet,  are  serviced  hy 
workmen  on  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Owing  to  the  flatness  of  the  area,  all  the  plants  are 
provided  v/ith  automatically  oxjerated  ejectors  to  lift  the  sewage 
prior  to  passing  through  biological  filters. 

Weekly  m^aintenance  visits  are  made  hy  two  men  in  a light 
van.  At  one  time  an  additional  check  visit  was  made  each  week  hut 
this  has  not  been  possible  generally  for  some  years  noY^  owing  to  the 
big  increase  in  the  number  of  plants  and  shortage  of  staff.  It  is 

felt  however,  that  with  the  increasing  age  of  the  plants  and  the 
increasing  need  to  produce  effluents  of  a satisfactory  quality,  more 
frequent  visits  should  he  made. 

There  are  a number  of  other  sewage  disposal  plants  in  the 
district.  These  serve  a hospital  at  Holheach,  a large  hospital  at 
Fleet,  a canning  factory,  a food  preparation  and  packing  establish- 
ment, R.A.F.  houses  etc.  and  at  least  one  private  house. 

Excellent  co-o]Deration  exists  het?/een  the  Council  and  the 
River  Boards  whose  inspectors  take  samples  of  the  effluents  from  the 
sewage  disposal  plants  from  time  to  time.

The  work  carried  out  by  the  Refuse  Scheme  v/orkmen 
includes  refuse  co.llection  and  disposal^  salvage  collection  and 
disposal^  cesspool  and  vault  emptying  and  disposal^  sev/age  plant 
maintenance  (in  addition  to  maintenance  of  mechanical  and 
electrical  equipmenJ:  this  covers  paintings  tree  planting  and 
trimming^  grass  cutting^,  v/eed  destruction  and  dyke  cleaning) 
Street  gulley  and  catchplt  emptying^  emptying  of  cisterns^  tanks 
etc.^  and  destruction  of  rats^  mice  and  insect  pests.  One  of 
the  men  also  cleans~up  each  week  after  the  Saturday  Market  at 
Kolbeach.

The  agreed  establisliment  increased  from  23  to  24c  It 
was  not  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  it  stood  at  22. 


459  working  days  were  lost  through  injury  and  sickness. 
This  was  50%  more  than  in  1963*  Eight  of  the  men  lost  no  time 
through  sickness  and  a further  three  lost  less  than  a fortnight. 

Transport 

Five  vehicles  are  available  for  refuse  and  salvage 
collection.  Two  of  these  are  over  fifteen  years  old.  All  the 
vehicles  are  provided  with  caravan  type  couplings  for  the 
trailers  which  are  used  for  salvage  collection  Y/ork. 


Five  cesspool  emptiers  are  provided  for  cesspool  and 
vault  emptying,  Tyvo  of  these  are  over  15  years  old.  These  are 
all  of  1^100  gallons  capacity  and  three  are  provided  v/ith  pail 
emptying  hoppers. 

A small  tractor  is  used  for  refuse  disposal  work  on 
tips  and  for  loading  salvage,  A trailer  is  available  for 
transport  of  covering  material  for  refuse  tips. 

As  previously  mentioned^  a light  van  is  provided  for 
sewage  disposal  plant  maintenance  duties. 

Seven  of  the  tY/elve  vehicles  are  equipped  v/ith  diesel 
engines  and  a 600  gallon  elevated  diesel  fuel  storage  tank  has 
been  provided  at  the  Holbeach  Depot. 
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The  remaining  five  vehicles  have  petrol  engines,  ^ A 
pirnip  and  tank  are  reserved  at  a local  garage  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  Council's  vehicles^,  including  those  of  the  Housing 
Department . 


Whilst  greasing,  oil  changing,  painting, ^ and  certain 
simple  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the  staff,  principal3.y  in 
the  evenings,  major  repair  v/ork  is  carried  out  at  a local  garage 


As  mentioned  on  a number  of  occasions  in  tne  past,  bhe 
present  Depot  and  Garage  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory . 

They  do  not  provide  good  working  conditions  and  the  amenities 
provided  for" the  men  are  of  a primitive  kind.  Provision  of^new 
premises  would,  provide  better  working  conditions  and  faci3-ities 
for  the  men. ^ They  would  also  provide  better  storage  for  the 
vehicles  and  better  facilities  for  maintenance. 


Refuse  Collection 

A ^veekly  kerbside  collection  is  provided  over  the  greater 
part  cf  the  area. 


Collection  routes  were  extended  to  provide  collections 
along  Jekylls  Gate,  Strongs  Bank,  Mill  Bank,  Healsgate,  Ravens 
Bank,  Cransgate,  Little  Dog  Drove  and  Lundy’ s Farm  in  the  Holbeach 
St.  Marks  area. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping. 

There  have  been  no  particular  difficulties  over  the 
obtaining  of  sites  although  these  have  not  always  been  situated 
near  the  collection  areas. 


Troubles  have  been  experienced  ov/ing  to  unauthorised 
tipping  but,  generally,  they  have  not  been  serious.  One 
unwelcome  development  v/as  the  depositing  of  several  car  bodies 
on  the  tip  at  Tydd  Gote . 

There  is  no  doubt  that  considerable  thought  will  have 
to  be  given  to  the  problem  of  the  scrap  car  which  will  increase 
from  year  to  year.  Some  form  of  joint  effort  with  other 
authorities  may  prove  of  value. 


Salvage  Collection 
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Pctper  and  cardboard  are  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
domestic  refuse.  Trailers  are  used  for  this  purpose.  Special 
collections  are  made  from  business  premises  in  the  urban  areas. 
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Salvage 


Over  385  tons  of  paper  and  cardboard  to  the  value  of 
£2,866  were  sold  during  the  year.  Other  materials  sold  included 
cartons,  sacking,  rags,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals,  wood-wool 
etc.  Total  sales  for  1964  amounted  to  £3,003  : 13  : 4d. 


Cess-pool  and  Vault  emptying 

Five  suction  type  machines  are  used.  Each  is  of 
1 ,1  00  gallons  capacity. 


A total  of  10,358  cesspool  units  were  emptied  during  the 
year,  almost  exactly  the  same  n-umher  as  in  I963. 

No  charge  is  made  for  vault  emptying,  or  for  domestic 
cesspool  emptying,  provided  that  the  premises  have  not  required 
service  more  frequently  than  every  tv/elve  months. 

The  cesspool  emptiers  are  also  used  for  desludging  sewage 
disposal  works,  emptying  street  catchpits,  rainwater  cisterns, 
waste  tanks  at  various  premises  including  a canning  factory, 
po-ultry  establishments,  slaughterhouses  and  a number  of  potato 
washing  establishments  etc. 

Charges  are  miade  for  work  at  business  premises  and  for 
v/ork  at  domestic  premises  where  the  drainage  disposal  systems  have 
not  lasted  the  minimum  time.  Revenue,  in  1964,  amounted  to 
£2, 832:1 5 2 9d  - an  increase  of  over  9/^^. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  and  vault  contents 

Emptying  is  no  real  problem,  but  disposal  is.  A problem 
to  which  attention  must  soon  be  given. 

Disposal  methods  include  deposit  on  arable  land  and 
grass  land  and  in  trenches  and  lagoons.  Some  four  to  five 
million  gallons  were  so  disposed  in  1964*  The  public  health 
problems  are  obvious. 


Sanitary  Pail  Service 

Collections  are  made  on  five  evenings  each  week  in  the 
urban  areas  of  Holbeach,  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge. 

A cesspool  emptier  with  a pail  emptying  attachment  is 

used. 

Disposal  is  in  lagoons  or  by  composting  with  straw. 

Littej? 

Large  D-shaped  galvanised  wire  bins  are  provided 
throughout  the  district. 
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The  County  Council  provides  large  "bins  at  la37-~hys  along 
the  A17  trunlc  Road«  In  addition,  many  shopkeepers  provide  small 
hins  outside  their  premises. 

Litter,  generally,  is  not  a serious  prohlem.  ^ Car  "bodies 
are,  however,  beginning  to  pose  problems  which  will  require  an 
answer  in  the  not  too  distant  future.

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  is  dependant  on  the  provision 
of  nev/  dwellings  and  as  these  have  been  few  in  number  in  the  last 
tv/o  years  our  programme  has  been  seriously  curtailed.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  tnere  will  be  a considerable  improvem-ent  in  this  situation 
during  the  next  two  year  period  as  m.any  of  the  oi.der  houses  are 
grossly  unfit  for  human  habitation.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 


S laugh te  rhouse  s 

The  number  of  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  remained 
at  four.  Periodic  routine  inspections  of  these  were  made  throughout 
the  year.  Action  was  taken  as  found  necessary. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  at  the  four 
slaughterhouses  again  shov/ed  a slight  increase  from  9?  763  in  19^3  to 
9j808  in  1964.  It  was  again  found  that  two  of  the  slaughterhouses 
operated  on  five  days  most  weeks  and  very  occasionally  the  larger  of 
the  two  killed  at  weekends  as  well.  Meat  inspection  continues  to 
occupy  a very  large  proportion  of  inspectors  time. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  of  19^3?  require  that  all 
carcases  must  be  inspected  and  cannot  be  removed  w/ithout  an  inspect- 
or’s stamp  having  been  affixed  to  them.  These  Regulations  do  not 
become  fully  operative  until  October,  1 965  but  at  the  present  time 
your  inspectors  do,  in  fact,  inspect  and  stam-p  all  carcases.  In 
order  to  ensure  that  this  is  done,  a considerable  amount  of  work 
outside  normal  hours  is  inevitable,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
discussions  at  present  taking  place,  at  the  Ministry,  regarding  the 
possibility  of  regulating  hours  and  days  of  slaughter,  will  bear 
some  fruit  and  alleviate  this  situation. 
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Tulperculosis  in  Meat 


A total  of  1 8 reactors  v/ere  inspected  during  the 
year.  One  steer’s  carcase  and  offal  was  condemned  for 
generalised  tuberculosis  and  of  the  remaining  reactors, 

10  showed  evidence  of  the  disease  in  one  or  more  organs 
resulting  in  condemnation  of  the  affected  parts. 

No  tuberculosis  was  found  in  bovine  animals 
other  than  reactors. 

The  number  of  pigs  found  to  be  affected  with 
tuberculosis  mainly  in  the  head  and  mesenteric  glands  was 
35  out  of  5,316  killed.

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Hygiene  of  Food  Premises 


As  in  previous  years,  visits  were  made  to  various  types 
of  establishments  in  which  food  is  prepared,  stored  and  sold. 

Whilst  it  is  found  that  the  general  standard  of  hygiene 
in  shops  is  quite  good,  inspectors  do,  on  occasion,  find  that 
conditions  at  the  rear  of  the  premises,  unseen  by  the  customer, 
leave  a lot  to  be  desired,  hygienically  speaking. 

Occupiers  of  food  businesses  will,  it  seems,  go  to 
considerable  expense  to  provide  deep  freeze  cabinets,  smart 
showcases  and  refrigerated  counters  in  their  shops,  but  object 
when  called  upon  to  provide  a washbasin  or  a new  sink  costing 
very  much  less  money  but  very  necessary  if  our  food  is  to  be 
fully  protected. 

Another  common  and  disturbing  feature  in  the  district  is 
that  of  bad  display  of  open  food  such  as  cakes,  pies,  cooked  meats 
etc.  The  practice  is  prevalent  in  the  area  of  displaying  these 
foodstuffs  in  such  a position  that  customers  can  easily  cough  and 
sneeze  on  them  and  can,  and  in  fact  do  sometimes,  touch  them.

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COUNTY  FOOD  AMD  DRUGS  SM'IPLING 

Mr.  R.  Pidling^  the  County  Health  Inspector^  is  also 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Sampling  Officerj,  and  I am  indebted  to  him 
for  this  report,  which  refers  to  work  carried  out  over  the 
whole  of  the  County  of  Holland. 

POOD 

During  the  year  310  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  and  an  additional  89  samples  of  milk  were 
examined  by  County  Health  Department  Staff. 

The  number  of  samples  reported  as  showing  some 
irregularity  was  6»1fo  of  the  total  samples,  compared  with 
7^8%  unsatisfactory  in  the  previous  year. 

The  115  formal  and  1 06  informal  samples  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  covered  a very  wide  range,  including  rav/ 
fruit,  sweets,  beer,  mineral  water  and  spirits,  as  v/ell  as  most 
common  foods.  This  year  it  v/as  decided  to  pay  greater 
attention  to  the  sampling  of  drug  preparations  and  82  samples 
were  taken. 

Unsatisfactory  Samples 

Rose  Hip  and  Orange  Syrup  - The  label  on  the  bottle  claimed 
the  "presence  o^  $b  mgms.  Vit  C per  fluid  oz.  The  analyst  only 
found  37  mgms. 

The  makers  were  contacted  and  they  v/ere  amazed  to  learn  that 
this  commodity  was  still  available  since  they  stopped 
production  in  1956  and  called  in  all  known  stocks.  The  firm 
agreed  to  collect  the  stock  remaining  at  the  shop. 

Bitter  Orange  Drink  - The  label  claimed  50  mgms.  Vit  C per  fluid 
oz . Two  samples  taken  at  different  times  showed  41*5  and  39 
mgms.  respectively.  The  appearance  of  the  bottles  suggested 
they  had  been  stored  for  a long  time.  The  manufacturing  film 
v/as  contacted  and  they  undertook  to  ¥/ithdraw  all  stocks 
remaining  at  the  shop,  and  this  was  done. 

The  above  two  instances  are  good  examples  of  the  deterioration 
in  Vit  C content  of  fluid  products  v/hen  they  are  stored  for 
lengthy  periods. 

Potassium  chlorate  tablets  ~ The  amount  permitted  by  the  British 
Pharmocopoeia  is  315  mgms  of  Potassium  Chlorate  per  tablet.  The 
tablet  in  question  contained  328  mgms  per  tablet.  The  excess 
was  small  and  not  considei'ed  to  be  of  any  serious  significance. 

The  stock  was  old  and  the  origin  doubtful,  and  the  vendor 
agreed  to  withdraw  the  small  remaining  stock  in  hand. 
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Childrens  Diarrhoea  Mixture  - The  formula  given  on  the  label 
included  a claim  of  772^  chalk  content  v/hile  analysis  shov/ed 
6*4%  chalk. 

The  firm  was  contacted  and  they  pointed  out  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  a uniform  content  in  each  bottle ^ due  to  rapid 
settlement  of  chalk  during  the  filling  process. 

The  deficiency  was  not  of  a critical  nature  and  the  firm  was 
endeavouring  to  obtain  uniformity  by  means  of  a high  speed  stirre 

Canned  Pork  (Danish)  - The  meat  content  v/as  found  to  be  82%  and 
the  Analyst  considered  it  should  have  95%  meat. 

In  correspondence  with  the  Danish  firm  they  claimed  that  analysis 
on  the  same  batch  did  in  fact  show  95^  meat.  There  are  no 
statutory  standards  for  this  commodity  and  unless  a very  gross 
deficiency  was  found  it  would  be  difficult  to  take  action  on  the 
basis  of  Recom.mended  Standards. 

Condensed  Milk  (Dutch)  •-  The  Condensed  Milk  Regulations  requires 
a total  milk  solids  content  of  31  %o  Two  samples  examined  shovved 
30*4?S  and  30*6%  total  milk  solids.  The  Dutch  firm  was  contacted 
and  they  submitted  lists  of  analyses  of  all  batches  manufactured 
by  the  firm  over  a period  of  months.  The  lists  purported  to 
shov/  the  product  did  reach  the  required  standard. 

As  the  deficiency  was  so  small  it  v/as  decided  to  leave  the  m.atter 
over  for  a period  and  then  resample. 

Single  Cream  Cheese  - Three  samples  of  cream  cheese  obtained  on 
different  occasions  from  the  same  source  had  the  following  milk 
fat  content  - 37fop  39%  and  43 *5/0 

Recommended  standards  suggest  the  cheese  should  contain  45%  milk 
fat,  but  in  the  absence  of  statutory  standards  it  was  felt  that 
it  v/ould  be  impractical  to  take  prosecution  on  the  basis  of 
Recommended  Standards,  urLl.ess  a very  gross  deficiency  v/as  found. 

Tonic  Elixir  - This  sample  showed  a slightly  higher  strychnine 
content  than  v/as  listed  on  the  label,  but  the  excess  had  no  real 
pliysiological  significance . 

A recheck  sample  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Canned  Fruit  - Two  samples  of  canned  fruit  were  rei^orted  to  be 
deficient  in  the  sucrose  content  of  the  syrup. 

There  is  no  statutory  standard  for  this  article  but  there  is  a 
Code  of  Practice  agreed  to  by  the  Canners  Association,  Some 
difficulty  arose  over  the  analysis  of  these  samples  and  there 
was  some  diffei^ence  of  opinion  between  analysts  as  to  v/hat  was 
the  original  syrup  strength  used  in  the  canning. 
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While  the  assessment  of  the  sugar  content  of  a sample  at  that 
particular  moment  is  a comparatively  easy  matter,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  make  various  adjustments  to  assess  v/hat  the  sugar 
content  was  at  the  actual  time  of  canning.  These  adjustments 
are  variable  since  different  fruits  and  vegetables  have  a 
different  affect  on  the  sugar  content. 

However,  the  analysts  got  together  with  the  aid  of  the  Chief 
Chemist  of  the  Canners  Research  Association  the  matter  has 
now  been  satisfactorily  settled  and  the  samples  passed  as 
genuine. 

Tomato  Juice  - This  commodity  was  labelled  Tomato  Juice  but  was 
found  to  contain  added  sugar  and  salt,  therefore,  it  was 
necessary  for  the  label  to  be  altered  to  draw  attention  to 
these  additions  and  this  has  been  done. 

Complaint  Samples

Canned  Tomatoes  - A housewife  complained  the  tomatoes  had  a 
bitter  taste.  The  can,  together  with  a duplicate  can  from  the 
same  source,  was  submitted  to  the  Analyst  and  he  could  not  find 
anything  wrong  with  either  samples. 

Mouldy  Cornish  Pasty  - This  complaint  was  justified  as  visible 
moulds  were  present.  The  complainant  did  not  wish  for  legal 
action  as  the  vendor  had  only  just  taken  over  the  business. 

The  vendor  was  warned  and  advised  to  seek  help  from  the  firm 
supplying  him  with  his  stock,  with  regard  to  advice  on  length 
and  temperature  of  storage  of  cooked  meat  products. 

Portion  of  Cockroach  in  Bread  Loaf  - The  complaint  was  justified 
but  here  again  the  complainant  did  not  wish  to  be  involved  in 
legal  action.

The  local  health  department  was  contacted  and  a visit  made  to 
the  Bakery  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  Evidence  of 
cockroach  infestation  was  found  and  the  owner  undertook  to 
call  in  a specialist  fim  to  exterminate  the  pests. 

Fried  Chicken  - Two  youths  passing  through  the  district 
complained  they  had  been  served  with  cat,  rabbit  or  other 
animal  in  place  of  fried  chicken  asked  for  at  a Boston 
Restaurant . 

They  produced  no  evidence  whatsoever  in  support  of  their 
complaint. 

Visits  v/ere  made  to  the  Restaurant  and  to  the  firms  factory 
where  the  Canned  Fried  Chicken  was  prepared. 

At  neither  place  was  any  evidence  available  to  support  the 
allegation. 
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Prosecution  - A market  stall  fish  vendor  was  found  to  he  selling 
fillets  of  catfish  as  Halibut  fillets « 

The  vendor  was  fined  £20  and  £3  6.  0.  costs. 

MILK

This  type  of  milk  commands  a higher  price  when  retailed 
to  the  public  and  is  sold  under  the  description  of  Channel  Island, 
Jersey,  Guernsey,  or  South  Devon  milk. 

Milk  sold  under  any  of  these  descriptions  is  required 
to  have  a fat  content  of  at  least  4*0% 

Two  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  one  v/as  8%  deficient 
in  the  amount  of  fat  required.  The  retailer  was  selling  some 
milk  he  had  obtained  from  a source  other  than  his  own  herd. 

Previous  and  subsequent  samples  from  this  source  were  satisfactory, 
and  the  deficiency  was  probably  due  to  inadequate  bulking  or 
mixing  before  bottling. 

Another  sample  v/as  reported  to  be  deficient  in  solids  not 
fat  to  the  extent  of  1 *5%.  Owing  to  souring  there  was  no  evidence 
available  to  indicate  whether  this  milk  was  a naturally  low  quality 
milk  or  whether  it  had  been  tampered  with  ver^^  slightly. 
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The  figure  ohtained  for  fat  was  quite  good  and  three  subsequent 
samples  were  satisfactory.  Other  samples  tahen  at  the  same 
time  as  the  low  sample  were  also  perfectly  satisfactory.

Sampling  and  visits  are  carried  out  by  the  County 
Health  Inspector.  The  actual  testing  of  samples  is  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Lincoln, 


The  pasteurising  premises  are  regularly  visited  and 
inspections  of  plant,  heat  recorders  etc.,  are  made. 

Checks  are  also  m.ade  on  the  cleanliness  of  bottles 
and  churns.  Whenever  milk  sample  failures  are  encountered 
an  investigation  and  re-sampling  is  carried  out, 

A total  of  492  samples  of  milk  v/ere  submitted  for 
the  appropriate  test  to  be  made,  withtte  following  results.

Unfortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to  inspect  and  test 
many  of  the  existing  installations . This  is  not  a satisfactory 
situation. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  became  a Member  of  the 
West  Midlands  Petroleum  Acts  Administration  Group.  This  was 
well  worth  while  for  the  Group  produces  most  useful  bulletins 
which  are  of  great  value.

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  19.65 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  this  Act  during  the 
year,  a further  burden  was  thrust  on  the  Health  Department  staff. 
Despite  a lot  of  publicity  regarding  registration  of  premises, 
given  by  the  Government,  applications  for  registration  forms 
were  very  slow  in  arriving  and  consequently  inspectors  had  to 
visit  many  premises  in  the  area,  leaving  forms  for  completion 
and  return. 

No  inspections  were  made  during  1964  as  it  was  thought 
that  it  was  advisable  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  work 
involved  before  commencing  lengthy  inspections  of  the  premises. 

In  addition  regulations  and  circulars  appertaining  to  the  Act 
were  still  being  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

On  31st  December  the  position  regarding  registrations 
and  classifications  of  premises  was  as  per  table  overleaf.
